In addition to the above assessment, the Board 
recommends that the district raise and appropriate the 
sum of $115.00 for expenses of administration, as out- 
lined on the preceding page. 

In the opinion of the Board a certain sum each year 
should be invested in permanent improvements of build- 
ings and equipment.

Comment on Statistics 


For the past two years, and up to date during the 
present year, the record of attendance and tardiness at 
the Peabody school has been very low. A consistent 
and thorough effort on the part of the parents of children 
who attend that school is the only thing that will remedy 
this. Habits of absence and tardiness ought not to be 
so cultivated in school children. 

At the present time a majority of the pupils attend- 
ing the Peabody school would be better served if school 
were opened in the Philbrook school. If this situation 
continues, it is recommended that the necessary repairs 
be made on the Philbrook schoolhouse this summer, and 
arrangements be made for transporting the pupils from 
the Peabody school district.. 


Edueational Legislation 


On March 28, 1919, New Hampshire put into effect 
a school law that has been hailed by the educational 
world generally as the best and most progressive edu- 
cational legislation that has been incorporated in the sta- 
tutes of any State. It provides that a State Board made 
up of business men shall administer the public schools 
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of the State as a business proposition. The organization 
of the school officials of the State now consists of (1) the 
State Board, with the Commissioner and his staff; (2) the 
Superintendents; (3): the local School Boards. The duties 
of each of these groups, and their relation to each other 
and to the public, are made clear in a pamphlet recently 
issued by the State Board, entitled “Proceedings at Joint 
Business Conference of Local School Boards and Super- 
intendents with the State Board of Education, October 
16, 1919.” Anyone who is interested in the details of 
New Hampshire’s new school law and the policies of 
the State Board would do well to procure and read care- 
fully a copy of this pamphlet. 

The law provides that “the school board of every 
district shall provide standard elementary schools.” It 
further defines a “standard school” as follows: 

Sec. 24. A standard school as that term is used in 
this act is one (1) maintained for at least thirty-six 
weeks in each year, (2) in a suitable and sanitary build- 
ing, (3) equipped with approved furniture, books, maps 
and other necessary appliances, (4) taught by an ap- 
proved teacher, (5) directed and supervised by an ap- 
proved superintendent, (6) with suitable provision for 
the care of the health and physical welfare of all pupils. 


Applying these standards to our local schools, it 
will be seen that (1) our schools are being maintained 
for the full year of thirty-six weeks; (2) our buildings 
have temporary approval (as commented upon later in 
this report); (3) our schools are equipped with suitable 
furniture (including adjustable desks and slate black- 
boards), books, maps, etc.; (4) both of our teachers hold 
licenses (see comments below on “teachers’’); (5) the 
schools are supervised by an approved superintendent ; 
and (6) our pupils have been examined by a physician 
and efforts are being made to have such defects as ade- 
noids, decayed teeth, etc., remedied. 
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Teachers 


Every teacher in the State this year holds a certifi- 
cate, license or permit from the State Board of Educa- 
tion. A certificate is permanent unless revoked by the 
Commissioner, and is granted to elementary teachers 
with normal training or its equivalent, plus at least one 
year’s experience. A license is good for one year, and 
is granted to teachers with some training or some ex- 
perience. A permit is only temporary, and is seldom 
granted. 

Teachers’ salaries have been increasing rapidly for 
two years, and there is no doubt that they will be still 
higher next year. If Shelburne is to maintain or im- 
prove the quality of its teachers, it must be ready to 
pay them more money. 


School Buildings 


Following is a copy of the regulations for temporary 
approval of schoolhouses, issued by the State Board of 
Education May 21, 1919, for school year 1919-1920 only: 

1. Lighting shall be principally from the pupils’ 
left and rear and no windows shall be permitted in the 
front of any schoolroom. The ratio of window area to 
floor area shall be not less than one to five. Ceilings 
shall be white or light cream color, and curtains ofa 
light tint shall be provided wherever. needed. 

2. Equipment for heating must be adequate to fur- 
nish a minimum temperature of 68 degrees and some 
provision must be made for ventilation without direct 
draft on the pupils. 

3. Floors must be in good condition and oiled or 
swept with some dust-laying compound. Walls must be 
in good repair and painted some light color. Papered 
walls have only temporary approval. 

4. Toilets must be decent and in sanitary condition. 
They must be located in buildings free from obscene 
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markings and furnishing proper privacy. The vaults 
must be fly-proof and properly ventilated. The seats 
should be provided with covers and in the boys’ toilets 
a double seat or urinal should be provided. Single toilets 
for both sexes will not be approved except for small 
schools and then if the entrance is from the schoolroom 
only. 

5. Water for drinking must be provided in properly 
covered receptacle with faucet or bubbler. Facilities 
for washing hands must also be provided. Common 
towels or drinking cups are prohibited by regulations of 
the State Board of Health. 

6. Every schoolhouse must be provided, as required 
by law, with a flag and the proper means for displaying 
it. 

7. This list of minimum requirements for tempor- 
ary approval is intended to cover only such changes as 
are required to make schoolhouses decent and safe for 
children and in many cases will be less than has been 
already done. Full regulations for the permanent 
approval of schoolhouses will be prepared and placed in 
the hands of school boards before the budgets for the 
next school year are made up. These regulations will 
require the adoption of a progressive plan of school- 
house betterment. 

8. It is the duty of the School Board to see that all 
schoolhouses are properly cleaned and that they are 
kept in clean and sanitary condition by suitable janitor 
service. Vaults should be cleaned at least twice each 
year and some effective deodorant provided for constant 
use. Proper care of school buildings is as essential to 
their approval as their construction. 


During the past summer and fall, in keeping with 
the above regulations, the following repairs and improve- 
ments have been made. A screen or partition, sufficient- 
ly high to shut off the light from the right of the pupils, 
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has been built in each school. Ceilings and walls have 
been painted a light color. Both schools are furnished 
with floor oil and disinfectant, and with simple but ad- 
equate washing facilities. The most striking improve- 
ment is the new heating and ventilating system at the 
village school. This is infact a hot air furnace installed 
in one corner of the school-room. Fresh air is taken 
from outdoors, heated, and distributed evenly over the 
room; then the foul air is drawn out through a 12-inch 
ventilating stack. The eveness of heating with this 
system is illustrated by actual measurements with a 
thermometer on a cold winter day. The temperature 
one foot away from thestove was just one degree higher 
than one foot away from the window at the farthest 
corner of the room. 


To meet the minimum requirements as outlined 
above in will still be necessary to increase the window 
space at the village school and to supply light-colored 
curtains at both schools. 


In the report of the School Board the recommenda- 
tion is made that the Forest Reserve Fund be used for 
permanent improvements in buildings and equipment 
of our schools. In avery few years, if this is done, the 
Shelburne school houses can be made the equal of the 
_very best rural schools in the State. Following are some 
‘of the details of such a policy of improvement. 


1. More window space in the village school. 

2. New curtains (shades) for both schools. 

3. New heating system for the Peabody school (or 
Philbrook school if that is to be used next year). 

4. Chemical toilets for both schools. 

5. Purchase of a suitable covered van for trans- 
porting pupils. 
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Such a plan of systematic improvement of our 
school plant and teaching force would result in taking 
the schools of Shelburne out of the “fairly good” class 
and putting them into the class with “the best in the 
State.”
